Extract from the Annual Report of the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1902. 


PUBLIC HEALTH AND MARINE-IHOSPITAL SERVICE. 


As recommended in the last report of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Congress passed an act to increase the efficiency and change the 
name of the Marine-Hospital Service, which was approved by the 
President July 1, 1902. Under this act, the title of the Service was 
changed to that of Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service of the 
United States. This measure materially broadens the scope of the 
Marine Hospital Service, giving it the name as well as the functions of 
a public-health service. 


National quarantine. 


The Surgeon-General reports that during the year there were 5,828 
vessels inspected and 420 vessels disinfected at national quarantine” 
stations in the United States. At the close of the fiseal year, June 30, 
1902, the Service owned 19 complete maritime quarantine stations, and 
18 stations where inspection of incoming vessels is conducted by ollicers 
of the Service, waking a total of 57 domestic quarantine stations. In 
addition to these national stations, there are 8 disinfection stations and 
12 inspection stations conducted by State or municipal authority within 
the boundary of the United States. 

In January, 1902, the quarantine functions at Portland, Me., were 
transferred to and accepted by the Service. This was done in accord. 
ance with act of Congress approved February 15, 1893, in like manner 
as the quarantine service at Savannah, Ga., was acquired in April, 1899, 
and the maritime quarantine stations of the State of Florida in August, 
1901. Provision was made in the sundry civil bill, approved June 28, 
1902, for the purchase of the quarantine stations of the State of Florida 
which were thus transferred. 


Texas border quarantine. 


To prevent the introduction of yellow fever, smallpox, and typhus 
from the Republic of Mexico, Jand quarantines have been maintained 
at El Paso, Eagle Pass, and Laredo, Tex., and the officers engaged in 
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this work have cooperated with the United States Immigration Service. 
At these stations over 50,000 passengers were inspected, of whom 25 
were detained for observation and their baggage disinfected. 


Smallpox. 


During the year smallpox was reported as occurring in 44 States and 
Territories of the Union. The number of cases reported for the year 
ended June 30, 1902, was 55,857. The deaths were 1,852, a mortality 
of 3.31 per cent as compared with 38,506 cases and 689 deaths during 
the year ended June 30, 1901, 

As in previous years, the Service has rendered assistance to State 
and local boards of health by detailing officers to advise and assist the 
States in formulating and putting into execution proper regulations to 
suppress and prevent the spread of smallpox. 

On account of the outbreak of smallpox at nearby points in New 
Brunswick, Canada, and at the request of the State board of health of 
Maine, a temporary border quarantine station was established at Vance- 
boro, Me., and a maritime station at Eastport, Me., the latter being still 
in operation. 


Plague. 


Bubonic plague, the existence of which in San Francisco was first 
reported March 8, 1900, and confirmed by a commission appointed by 
the Department consisting cf 3 bacteriologists of the highest reputation, 
continues to be reported despite the amount of work which was done 
“last year for the purpose of its eradication from Chinatown in that city, 
and which work covered, as stated in last year’s report, the disinfection 
of over 14,000 rooms under the supervision of an officer of this Service. 
There have been reported up to August 31, 1902, 70 cases as occurring 
since March 8, 1900, and during the months of July and August of the 
present year 14 cases were reported. Nine cases were reported in Sep- 
tember and 7 in October. In continuance of the plan adopted last year, 
the Service has maintained its organization at San Francisco, which has 
continued its work of assisting the local board of the city by examina- 
tion of the sick and dead in the infected locality, reporting all suspicious 
cases that have occurred. Cases confirmed by bacteriological examina- 
tion have been published regularly in the public health reports of the 
Service. 

This disease has been reported during the fiscal year 1902 in the fol- 
lowing-named countries: Australia, Brazil, British South Africa, China, 
Egypt, England, France, Hawaiian Islands, India, Italy, Japan, Mada- 
gascar, Mauritius, Mozambique, Paraguay, Philippine Islands Russia, 
Scotland, Spain, Straits Settlements, and Turkey. 


Leprosy. 


The report of the commission of medical officers of the Marine-Hospi- 
tal Service, appointed under the act of March 2, 1899, regarding the 
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prevalence of leprosy in the United States, was submifted to Congress 
at its last session, and has been published. 

The recommendation of the commission, approved by the Surgeon- 
General, for the establishment of a national leprosarium meeting with 
approval of the Department, a bill will be submitted for the considera- 
tion of Congress. 


Yellow fever. 


No yellow fever was reported in the United States during the past 
year. Reports have been received of the existence of this disease in 
Brazil, United States of Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dutch West Indies, 
Haiti, Mexico, and Salvador. Mexico has furnished a large proportion 
of cases during the past year, and Cuba, which has heretofore reported 
annually a large number, had only 61 cases and 14 deaths from yellow 
fever during the six months ended December 31, 1901, and 1 case and 
no death for the six months ended June 30, 1902, and this one was rep- 
resented as imported. 

The plan of an international agreement of American Republics in the 
interest of sanitation, which was recommended by the Surgeon-General 
to the chairman of the United States delegation for presentation to the 
conference of American States, which convened in the City of Mexico 
October 22, 1901, was modified, and, as modified, was favorably acted 
upon. Resolutions were adopted for the organization of an interna- 
tional sanitary conference of the American States. In accordance with 
these resolutions, the first of the conferences will be held in Washing- 
ton, D. C., December 2, 1902. The delegates on the part of the United 
States have been appointed and a plan of organization and a tentative 
program submitted. 

The yellow-fever institute, mention of which was made in the last 
report as having been organized by the Surgeon-General for the purpose 


of investigating questions concerning yellow fever, has continued its 
work. 


Foreign and insular quarantine and immigration. 


Maritime quarantine has been conducted in Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii, 
and the Philippines. 

The severe outbreak of cholera in the island of Luzon has necessi- 
tated the maintenance of a stringent quarantine on outgoing vessels 
from Manila to the uninfected ports of the Philippines, as well as those 
of the United States and its insular possessions. The recently fitted up 
Mariveles quarantine station, across the bay from Manila, has been of 
the greatest assistance in the detention, disinfection, and observation of 
the personnel of vessels on which cholera has appeared. Quarantine of 
five days has been imposed on army transports before sailing for the 
United States. 

Acting assistant surgeons are stationed at Iloilo and Cebu. 
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There are 5 fally equipped quarantine stations in Cuba—at Havana, 
Matanzas, Nuevitas, Santiago, and Cienfuegos. Until May 20, when 
the United States formally transferred the government of Cuba to the 
Cuban Government, there were 14 inspecting stations operated by 
the Service, in charge of acting assistant surgeons. Since May 20 
the accredited medical officers of the Service have been attached to the 
consulates of their ports. While the quarantine inspection of incoming 
vessels has been turned over to the Cuban authorities at these 5 ports 
since May 20, 1902, all vessels departing for the United States ports are 
still inspected and certified to by medical officers of the Service. 

The quarantine service in Porto Rico has been conducted upon the 
same lines as for the previous fiscal year. The disinfecting barge 
Argus has been sent to Ponee to be used for the disinfection of vessels. 
Miraflores Island, at San Juan, P. R., has been recently transferred by 
Executive order to the Service, and is now used as a quarantine 
station. 

Litigation over the title of the Service to the quarantine station at 
Honolulu having been finally settled, necessary improvements con- 
templated can now be made. 

Medical officers have been stationed at the ports of London, Liver- 
pool, and Naples, at Quebec, Canada, and Halifax, Nova Seotia. Dur- 
ing the active quarantine season, medical officers were stationed at the 
7 fruit ports of Central and South America to inspect fruit vessels 
departing for United States ports. Officers have been on duty at Yoko- 
hama and Kobe, Japan ; Hongkong, China; Rio de Janerio, Brazil, 
and Vera Cruz, Progreso, and Tampico, Mexico, and one has been 
recently sent to Shanghai, China. There is also a sanitary inspector at 
Nagasaki, Japan. 

The medical inspection of immigrants was performed at 32 ports 
during the year by the medical officers of the Service detailed for 
that purpose; also at the ports of the islands of Porto Rico and 
Hawaii. Immigrants were also inspected at Quebec, Canada, and 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. Emigrants leaving Naples and Palermo for the 
United States are inspected by a medical officer stationed at the first- 
named place. 


Marine hospitals and relief. 


The Surgeon-General reports that 56,310 sick and disabled seamen 
of the merchant marine were treated during the fiscal year, of whom 
12,927 were in hospitals. 

The Service controls and operates 23 hospitals, of which 21 are 
owned by the United States and 2 are leased buildings. In addition to 
the hospitals, there are 120 relief stations where seamen receive hos- 
pital and dispensary treatment. Relief stations have been established 
at Houghton, Mich., Hoquiam, Wash., and Sheboygan, Wis. 
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New hospitals. 


As recommended in the last annual report, provision was made by the 
Congress for a marine hospital at New York, N. Y., by an appropriation 
of $250,000 for the purchase of the site and building now occupied, or 
purchase of a new site and erection of a building. Negotiations to that 
end are now in progress. 

Congress also authorized and made appropriations for marine hospitals 
at Buffalo, Pittsburg, and Savannah, and measures have been taken 


toward selecting the sites and erecting the buildings for the same. 
Sanatorium for consumptives, Fort Stanton, N. Mex. 


The relief transactions of this station have increased to a marked 
degree, 212 patients having been treated during the year, an excess of 
60 over the previous year. 

The Surgeon General invites the attention of the Congress to the expe- 
diency, as a sanitary and prophylactic measure, of receiving upon the 
large reservation now at the disposal of the Service at Fort Stanton such 
cases of tuberculosis as may be sent there for treatment by State health 
authorities upon the payment of a per diem rate, to be based upon the 
cost of maintenance of the patients. He declares that this measure 
would probably result in the cure of many ill with a disease incurable 
under general conditions of environment, and would diminish centers 
of infection established by these patients in their homes, and that such 
a provision would materially aid in the well-directed efforts now being 
made for the suppression of the disease in the United States. 


Aid to other services. 


During the year the Service has extended aid to other branches of the 
Government as follows: To the Revenue-Cutter Service, in the physi- 
eal examination of 800 applicants for enlistment, 145 of whom were 
rejected ; to the Steamboat-Inspection Service, in the examination as to 
visual capacity of 1,759 pilots, of whom 85 were rejected; to the Life- 
Saving Service, in the physical examination of 1,045 surfmen, of whom 
58 were rejected ; tothe Immigration Service, in the medical inspection 
of 746,297 immigrants arriving at the various ports of the United States 
and Cuba; to the Coast and Geodetic Survey and Light-House Service, 
in the physical examination of 27 applicants for enlistment, of whom 1 
was rejected. 

Hygienic laboratory. 


The laboratory building appropriated for by act approved March 3, 
1901, is now in course of construction. 

On account of the importance of bubonic plague in its relation to the 
public health, studies upon this disease were continued throughout the 
year in the laboratory, and many doses of the Haff kine prophylatic were 
made and distributed to quarantine stations in the United States, as well 
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as to our possessions in the Philippine Islands and Hawaii. The labo- 
ratory investigated, from a bacteriological and pathological standpoint, 
many specimens from suspected cases of plague sent from the various 
quarantine stations, and a thesis is to be published upon this subject. 

As rats assist in spreading the plague, special experiments were made 
with a microbe said to be pathogenic for these animals, and the result 
of the experiments has been published. 

Horses were treated in an endeavor to procure curative and prevent- 
ive serums for yellow fever, plague, typhoid fever, and pneumonia. 

In view of the importance of trachoma and its frequency among 
immigrants coming into the United States, the laboratory is making 
special investigation as to its nature, cause, and treatment. 

Much work was done throughout the year upon disinfection and dis- 
infectants. Disinfection against mosquitoes was given special attention 
last summer on account of the relation of these insects to the spread of 
various diseases, particularly malaria and yellow fever, and a bulletin 
was published on this subject. Tuberculosis, car sanitation, and small- 
pox have also received the attention of the workers in the laboratory, 
and reports upon the first two of thése subjects have been published. 

The Surgeon-General has reported that an additional building will be 
required for the laboratory, and the favorable action of the Congress 
thereon is recommended.

Menin- 
gitis was reported present at 4, whooping cough at 17, measies at 25, 
smallpox at 29, diphtheria at 38, eateric fever at 6S, scarlet fever at 71, 
and phthisis pulmonalis at 250 places,

The 
disease is rapidly abating and some days pass without any new cases 
appearing.

CANADA. 
Smallpox near Megantie. 


MEGANTIC, PROVINCE OF QUEBEC, November 23, 1902. 


Str: I have the following report to make concerning the peculiar 
conditions now surrounding my station : 

Smallpox has started and has been gaining ground for several weeks in 
several stations immediately over the border line in the State of Maine. 
In Jackman and vicinity there are 7 eases; in Holeb, 2; Long Pond 
has just wired 1. and 5 suspects in the upper part of Megantie here. 
Spaulding, 10 miles from here, has 12 cases quarantined, but the remain- 
der of the men in camp have been dismissed and are seattered every- 
where. The disease is along the Quebec Central lines, which section 
furnishes many men for lumbering purposes. <A significant fact is that 
all those now in the State who have the disease mentioned are Canadian 
lumbermen. Nobody along the line will hire these men, and adding 
this to the fact that they are all smallpox suspects makes them liable to 
become a public charge, so I have deported those who came in and 
refused admission to those who desired admittance.

CHINA. 
Report from Shanghai. 
SHANGHAI, CHINA, October 27, 1902. 
For the week ended October 25, 1902, there were inspected 3 
vessels, 198 crew, 5 cabin passengers, 7 steerage passengers, and their 
baggage. Shipping orders were viséed for 20,461 pieces of freight, 
and 59 pieces were disinfected. There was also disinfected the 
effects of the crew of the steamship Buen Viaje, 43 men, all Filipinos, 
2816 
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sulphur dioxide being used for the purpose, the clothing being first 
unpacked. A case of cholera occurred among this crew while they 
were in barracks at dry dock. 

The following is a statement of the communicable diseases which 
were reported in the municipality for the week ended October 26: 
Smallpox, 1 case, 10 deaths; cholera, 8 deaths; diphtheria, 1 case ; 
scarlet fever, 1 case; tuberculosis, 1 case. 

The cholera situation, it will be observed, is improving, and the dis- 
ease is not reported as having had any victims among the foreign popu- 
lation for three weeks. The disease has been officially reported here 
since June of this year, and the statistics obtainable show that 1,440 
deaths had occurred up to the 26th instant. It will be borne in mind 
that while the officiai reports showed a maximum of 181 deaths per 
week, it has been estimated upon excellent authority that they amounted 
to as high as 300 per day. 

During the prevalence of this epidemic, cholera has invaded almost 
every section of Shanghai, attacking not only the natives, but more 
than twice as many foreigners ay upon any previous occasion. It has 
found victims in some of the best European families here, and the best 
hotel, notwithstanding the fact that every precaution was taken against it. 
The origin of the disease in such cases seems to be a matter of doubt. 

In obedience to Bureau telegram of the 26th instant, [ have diseon- 
tinued issuing certificates to cabin passengers, and will in future only 
require them to be present at the final inspection of the vessel before 
sailing.

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FRANCE, 
Smallpox epidemic at Roubaix. 


- The United States consul at Roubaix reports, November 17, 1902, as 
follows: The medical committee appointed by the municipal adminis- 
tration of Roubaix on September 20 for the purpose of reporting 
on the sanitary condition of Roubaix met on October 14. The com- 
mittee reported that the condition of the town has been decidedly 
worse since their last reunion. At that time there were only a few 
isolated cases of smallpox, but the disease now threatens to become 
epidemic. As gratuitous vaccination then resolved upon has not given 
the satisfactory result expected, the members of the medical committee 
are of the opinion that the city authorities should resort to stringent 
measures. As soon as a decision concerning these measures shall have 
beeu taken, the publie will be advised by the press and posters. The 
city authorities appeal to the public to take advantage of gratuitous 
vaccination and to aid in stamping out this dire malady, which has 
ravaged Lille for several months past.* 

During the past week, there were 133 new cases at Lille and 38 deaths. 
Typhoid fever has also appeared in epidemic form in Lille. Publie 
reunions were held during the summer, when the evil was fully discussed, 
but nothing seems to have been done to overcome it. 


GERMANY. 


Plague and cholera in various countries. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, November 21, 1902. 


Consul-General Mason reports the following information from the 
Imperial health office at Berlin: 

RusstA.—Between November 1 and November 8, according to an 
official statement, no new cases of plague occurred in Odessa, but on 
November 5 an old case terminated in death. On November 10, 11 
patients were still under treatment in the plague hospital. 

Eeypr.—On November 1, a fresh case of plague was recorded in 
Alexandria, which ended in death on November 2. 

British InpIA.—In the city of Bombay, during the week ended 
October 28, the total number of deaths registered amounted to 708 ; 142 
of which were caused by plague. 

JAPAN.—Up to October 10, 5 cases of plague had occurred in Yoko- 
hama, of which 2 ended in death. Travelers arriving from Yokohama 
have to undergo medical examination at the Shimbashi station. 

MAURITIUS.—During the period from September 5 to October 9, 39 
plague cases, with 31 deaths, were recorded. 

BraziL.—In Rio de Janeiro, during the second half of the month of 
September, there were registered 25 deaths from plague. During the 
first half of October 16 deaths from plague were recorded. In Campos, 
according to a communication dated October 20, plague has again 
broken out. 

NOVEMBER 24, 1902. 

Russ1a.—According to the official bulletins published in the Govern- 
ment Gazette of November 7, there were registered between October 25 
and October 30, in Vladivostock 7 eases of cholera; in Chaborowski, 
Nickolajewsk, and Nikolsk- Ussurysk together, 4 cases. 

TURKEY.—According to official reports from Syria, the following new 
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ceases of cholera and deaths, respectively, have been recorded between 
November 2 and November 6: In Gaza, 35 fresh cases, 57 deaths ; 
Lydda, 76 fresh cases, 39 deaths; Tiberias, 102 fresh cases, 67 deaths. 
Up to November 3, according to official telegraphic reports, the follow- 
ing cholera patients had succumbed to the disease: In Gaza, 916; Lyd- 
da, 241, and up to November 2, in Tiberias, 21. In Jaffa, 2 cholera 
cases were registered between November 1 and November 4. The total 
number of deaths from cholera in Syria and Palestine, up to October 3, 
amounted to 860, and for the three first days of November, 480, 

In Hodeida, where, between September 10 and October 29, a total 
number of 126 persons died of cholera. According toa telegraphie 
report dated November 5, no new cases of cholera had oecurred since 
three duys. In the vicinity of Loheya. according to a report dated 
September 29, within twenty-five days, 217 persons died of cholera. 

EaGyrer.—Between October 28 and November 3, according to the official 
weekly bulletins, there were registered in the whole of Egypt 190 fresh 
eases of cholera and 179 deaths. 

JAPAN.——Between September 15 and October 4 there were registered 
in Kobe 288 cholera cases, of which 239 terminated in death. 

In Osaka, up to September 30, 790 cholera cases (268 deaths) had been 
recorded. In Kioto, up to the same date, there had oceurred 161 cases 
of cholera, 126 deaths. 


Health of Berlin— Weekly death rate, comparative. 


; NOVEMBER 22, 1902, 

During the week ended November 8 the death rate of Berlin was 
somewhat higher than in the foregoing week, amounting to 13.9 per 
1,000 inhabitants, but was lower than for the corresponding week of the 
previous year, in which it amounted to 14.8 per 1,000. Of the German 
large towns, only Schoneberg (with 13.2 per 1,000). Stuttgart, Altona, 
Essen, Halle, and Hanover had somewhat more favorable conditions 
than Berlin. The death rates of Charlottenburg (15.1 per 1,000), 
Munich, Nuremberg, Cologne, Dresden, also of London, Paris, and 
Vienna were all considerably higher than Berlin. The figures of Aachen 
and Konigsberg reached almost double those of Berlin) The increase 
in the number of deaths was fairly equally distributed among children 
in their first year and the higher age classes The infant death rate 
rose from 3.2 to 3.7 per 1.000, but still was not half so high as that of 
Munich, Nuremberg, and Chemnitz. Among the causes of death, con- 
sumption again predominated, without, however, being of more fre- 
quent occurrence than usual at this season of the year, claiming in this 
week 71 victims. Acute diseases of the intestines were of less frequent 
occurrence and led to death in 31 cases. Among the infectious diseases, 
seariet fever caused 6 deaths. Causes of diphtheria were more rare than 
in the last half of October. There were registered 4 deaths from mea- 
sles, being a slight increase over the foregoing week. 


Compulsory insurance against sickness, death, accidents, and old age. 
[Extract from the Manual of Health, issued by the imperial health office at Berlin. ] 


NOVEMBER 22, 1902. 
In the German Empire at present every person employed at a salary 
in trade or business (in round numbers 8,000,000) is compulsorily 
insured, the employer having to pay one-third and the employee two- 
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thirds of the premium. This regulation does not include domestic serv- 
ants or agricultural laborers. Every person insured receives, in the 
event of sickness, medical attendance, medicine, ete., free. If he is 
invalided, he receives at least one half the average day’s pay for each 
working day that he is incapacitated. These benefits continue for 
thirteen weeks if the sickness lasts so long. A sum of money is also 
granted to the relatives in case of death for the expenses of the funeral, 
ete. Insurance against illness is carried out by the clubs for the sick, 
every trade possessing one. 

Accident insurance is practised to a far greater extent than insurance 
against illness. All persons, in round numbers 18,000,000, employed 
in industry and agriculture, are subject to it, as well as subordinate 
trade officials and small contractors. Among the latter are included 
about 4,000,000 small landowners. Every person included is by law 
insured against accidents occurring during the time he is actively oceu- 
pied in business, even though the victim himself or a third party is 
proved to be the responsible cause of the accident. Every sudden 
occurrence connected with industry is to be regarded as an accident. 
This, however, does not include results brought about by long-continned 
employment, for instance in mereury works, tinder factories, lead 
works, ete. Insurance against aceident guarantees compensation to 
injured persons. All the expenses of reeovery are defrayed, as well as 
acash payment for the time during which the patient is incapacitated 
for work, not, however, exceeding two-thirds of the average earnings 
of the foregoing year. These payments do not commence until fonrteen 
weeks after the accident, up to which time the suiferer is entitled to 
support under the insurance against illness. In case death results from 
the accident, the widow and children receive annuities and the funeral 
expenses are defrayed. 

Inability to work as the result of old age is provided for by the law 
of insurance against incapacity to work and old age.

ITALY. 
Report from Naples. 


NAPLES, ITALY, November 17, 1902. 

For the week ended November 15, 1902, the following steamships were 
inspected at Naples: November 10, the steamship Vancouver, bound 
with passengers and cargo for Boston. There were inspected and passed 
718 steerage passengers and 205 pieces of large baggage; 900 pieces of 
baggage were disinfected by steam. The rejection of 95 steerage pas- 
sengers was advised. November 12, the steamship Nord America, bound 
with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and 
passed 527 steerage passengers and 150 pieces of large baggage; 700 
pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. The rejection of 30 steer- 
age passengers was advised. November 12, the steamship Victoria, 
bound with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected 
and passed 409 steerage passengers and 110 pieces of large baggage; 700 
pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. The rejection of 22 steer- 
age passengers was advised. November 13, the steamship Phenicia, 
bound with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected 
and passed 532 steerage passengers and 155 pieces of large baggage ; 750 
pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. The rejection of 41 steer- 
age passengers was advised. 
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Smallpox at Naples. 


During the week ended November 15, 1902, there was officially 
reported at Naples 1 case of smallpox with no deaths. 


Asiatic cholera in Egypt. 


Under date of November 10, 1902, there were reported in all Egypt, 
16 new cases of cholera and 15 deaths. Thirty-five cases remained 
under observation and treatment. Cairo, Luxor, Assuan, and the Sou- 
dan were declared free from the disease.

JAPAN. 
Report from Yokohama— Plague and cholera. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, November 7, 1902. 
For the week ended November 1, 1902, there were inspected 3 vessels 


having an aggregate personnel of 553 crew and 810 passengers. Four 
hundred and ninety-five steerage passengers were bathed, and 545 pieces 
of baggage were disinfected. One vessel, the United States flagship 
New York, was granted a bill of health without inspection. 

The case of suspected plague reported by me as having oceurred in 
Yokohama on the 24th ultimo has recently been officially announced as 
a genuine case of pest. An additional geuuine case of pest oceurred on 
the 50th ultimo, proving fatal on the Zd instant. Both of these cases, it 
appears, occurred among the quarantined population. The measures 
taken by the authorities seem stringent; a number of houses in the 
infected vicinity have been destroyed by fire as a sanitary measure. 

As regards the Empire the cholera situation seems to be improving, 
though no recent statistics are at my disposal. 

An official report shows that there have occurred in Kanagawa Ken, 
the prefecture in which Yokohama in situated, 6 cases of cholera with 
5 deaths, up to October 18. No cases of cholera have, however, been 
recently reported to me in this vicinity.

Royal proclamation, 


The consul-general at Christiana reports, November 14, 1902, as 
follows: 

It is hereby ordered, in compliance with section 2 in law of July 12, 
1848, relating to quarantine, that the city of Buenos Ayres and the 
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other ports in Argentine, which by proclamation of June 16, 1902, 
were declared infected with the plague, shall no longer be considered 
as so infected. 

With which all concerned respectfully have to comply. 

Which is hereby brought to public notice, while it must be remem- 
bered that according to prior proclamations of February 1, 1897, June 
27 and August 22, 1899, May 23, 1900, February 28, August 12, and 
September 30, 1901, March 20, May 22, June 16, and October 16, 1902, 
the city of Constantinople in Turkey, Arabia, Persia, India, China, 
Manila, Formosa, the ports in Egypt, Cape Town and Port Elizabeth 
in South Afriea, Madagascar, Réunion Islands, and Mauritius, the 
cities of Porte Alegre and Paranagua in Brazil, also the city of Odessa 
in Russia shall, until further notice, be considered infected with the 
oriental plague.

Report from San Juwan—A death from yellow fever on the schooner Trader 
Srom Buen Ayre. 


SAN JUAN, P. R., November 24, 1902. 


On the 23d instant, the Dutch schooner Trader arrived six days out 
’ from Buen Ayre. This vessel brought a foul bill of health, 1 death 
from yellow fever having occurred at Buen Ayre on the 15th instant, 
two days prior to the sailing of the Trader. 

Upon inspection, the crew was found well, but a considerable number 
of mosquitoes was found on board, all of the variety stegomyia. As a 
precautionary measure the vessel was sulphured to kill these mos- 
quitoes. Further disinfection was deemed unnecessary, and the vessel 
was released from quarantine and observation ou the 24th instant. 

This morning the American schooner Cordzon Maria, six and a half 
days out from Buen Ayre, arrived at this station. This vessel entered 
under the same conditions as did the Dutch schooner Trader, and has 
been detained in quarantine and disinfected with sulphur to kill 
mosquitoes. No other treatment of the vessel is considered necessary, 
all being well on board.

BEIRUT, SYRIA. November 3, 1902. 


Sir: In confirmation of my cablegram of the 28th ultimo, reading as 
follows : 


SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington: Cholera Tiberias.—RAVNDAL. 


I beg to inclose copy of 5 telegrams, dated, respectively, October 27, 
October 50, and November 2, from the United States Consular Agent 
Schumacher, at Haifa, describing the appearance of Asiatie cholera in 
Galilee. Having raged in Egypt for several months and nearly spent 
its force there, the epidemic recently got a fresh start at Gaza in south- 
ern Palestine and has now, on its march northward, reached the vicinity 
of Acca. Our vice and deputy consul, Mr. Magelssen, who, on the 
15th ultimo, started for Haifa on official business, soon found himself 
hemmed in by cordons and quarantine regulations to such an extent 
that he has not yet been able to return to Beirut. No steamships touch 
at Haifa under present conditions and the cordons render traveling by 
land impracticable. I have suggested his return by sailboat. Even- 
tually he will have to undergo ter days’ quarantine in this port.
